disaffection of Hungarian refugees and to determine the cause for 

voluntary redefection (return) to Hungary. This investigation is 
undertaken in response to a continuing requirement (a) to elucidate 
the aourcea of disaffection of t he defectors a nd (b) to authenticate . 


recommendations on the handling of defectors, i The attached pro- 

posal summarizesrthe procedure which will be followed.
